How .Thnrman Learned to Use SnniT 
and Handle the Handkerehlef.

The Thurman oandana, the handker- 
chief which is likely to figure extensive- 
ly in the coming campaign, has its 
romance. In 1824, when Thurman was 
eleven years old, there arrived in Ohilli- 
cothe 
an erratic but

He had been intended 
for the Oatholic priesthood, but while 
in his studies for holy orders he fell des- 
perately in love with a young girl below 
him in social standing.

He had means, and under advice' of 
American agents in Paris he eoncluded 
to invest in West Virginia lands. 
Like 
the ill fated Blennerhasett, who sougth 
an island in the Ohio river, he thought 
to establish an oriental paradise in the 
west. 
His young wife gave birth to a 
a daughter and died. Taking the child, 
the grief stricken father named it Vir- 
ginie, and came with it to found a'home 
in the new world. 
When he found his 
lands were an unbroken wilderness his 
disappointment knew no bounds. 
He 
wandered about the savage border?lands 
of the west until he reached Ohillo- 
eothe, where he found employment as 
a teacher of French, 
Mrs. Thnrman, 
Allen's mother, heard of him and his 
ability, and took care of the child in ex- 
change 
for 
French 
lessons 
for 
her 
son. 
The grateful 
Parisian 
gave young Thurman 
most assidu- 
ous attention, but among other accom- 
plishments taught him the habit of tak- 
ing SQufi and the French use of "the 
handkerchief." At first Thurman could 
speak no French and Virginie no Eng- 
lish; but they soon acquired a vocabu- 
lary of common phrases, and became 
constant 
companions and 
steadfast 
friends. Thurman's first grief came 
when M. Oregorie received a favorable 
ofier to go to Louisiana, then a province 
of Spain. Much to the regret of both 
the young people, he accepted the in- 
vitation and left OhilUcothe for "the 
Spanish territoiy." Fora while Thur- 
man was disconsolate, and even gave up 
snuff." But on coming to congress 
afterward, hefotmd the habit prevail- 
ing, with snuff on the congressional free 
list, and so he fell into the habit again. 
Formerly a flourish of ihe bandanar in 
Ohillieothe was equivalent to saying 
"Come into court." Hereafter it will 
undoubtedly mean, "Sound the slogan."

Jnne 19.—The Wat- 
teraon demooratio olab, heaied by i 
band of moBÍo and followed by a oon 
ooone of oitiven«, sereneded Mr. Henry 
Watterson at his home in this city. 
He 
spoke, reTiewing the work of the Bt. 
Lonis oonTention, the ticket and so on. 
The following are the more notable 
passages in hfai remarks about the tariff 
and the platform: 


He went to the St. Loois oonvention 
with the single pnrpcse to nrge that the 
line of battle should be drawn on the 
message of the president and the poai 
tion of our friends in congress. 
**I met 
there a formidable ai.ay in favor of 
Hiwitftig onr plan of campaign to a sim- 
ple re&ffiimation of the platform of 
1884, 
and 
a 
general 
endorsement 
of the administration. 
There was. from 
fiist to lest, no other issne raised. It Is 
trne that I helped to make the platform 
of 1684. It is true that I spoke for it 
in the nationtd convention of that year 
It is true that, for four years, I hare put 
upon it a oonatruction which I thought 
to be justified by the plain letter of it3 
meaning. 
But it is also true that the 
country accepted it as a straddle, and 
that this interpretation has stereoytyped 
itself on the public mind. Merely to re- 
iterate it, therefore, was to Icse all that 
we have since gained; to traverse a pol- 
icy which, in congress at least, has 
brought us union where there were only 
divisions; to surrender an intrenched 
position and to fly the field in the face of 
the enemy. 
I could not consent to this. 
But it is not true that I proposed any 
advance. 
On the contrary, I agreed to 
take the platform submitted by Mr. 
Scott and Mr. Gorman, word for word, 
if they would agree to strike out the 
first clause, which, without any qualifi- 
cation whatever, reaffirmed the platform 
of 1881. There was no other difference 
between us—none at all; and whilst they 
made their argument with extraordina- 
ry 
earnestness, 
plausibility 
and 
power, I am bound to say they disclosed 
no epiiit that was not that of honest 
democrats, seeking the good of 
the 
country and party, and, when we finally 
reached the conclusion, embodied by 
the platform as perfectci, we stcod as 
one man and not as three men. 


But, feJIow-citizens, to rescue from 
the perils that befell poor Tray and the 
ascription—so dangerous in their part 
of the eountiy, as it would seem—of be- 
ing caught in my company, let me 
hasten to suggeat that there may be 
some mistake about my opinions and 
purposes. 
I have certainly done all I 
can to fix the attention of the people 
upon the ruiuous exactions of a tariff 
the most unsciencifically laid in the 
world. I have sought to force upon the 
authors of that tariff a ledemption of the 
pledges they made when they enacted it, 
that it should not exact the exigencies 
that called it into being, and i' may be 
that, in the course of the agitation, I 
have not always been very squeamish 
about the terms used to decide what the 
supreme court of the United States it- 
self has described as 'legalized robbery.' 
But no where have I proposed anything 
extreme or destructive. 
I am a builder 
by 
preference, 
a 
conservative 
by 
nature; 
and 
no 
more 
than 
the 
president, 
no 
more 
than 
Mr. Cai lisle, no more than my friends 
Gorman and Scott, would I proceed in 
the work of reform with any rash pre- 
cipitption. 
I am the friend not the en- 
emy of manufacturers; of mining and 
industrial developments; of labor iu the 
sense of honest work for honest wages, 
and if the democrats of New York, New 
Jersey and Oonnecticut would take what 
I think from my own lips, and not 
second hand, from lips puckered to lie 
for a consideration, they would hear 
nothing to frighten or injure them,

"that they use the telephone as we use 
it, or that they have any system of gen- 
eral communication. 
What I do say is 
that the high caste people have a 
method of 
communicating to 
each 
other by 
vibratory 
action 
on 
a 
diaphragm, just as we do, but it is con- 
fined entirely to their temples, and its 
existence has remained a secret until 
within a few years. 


"I was in a town called Panj, about 
200 miles from Madras, and while 
there became 
acquainted 
with an 
English officer named Harrington, who 
was a prime favorite with the natives 
because on one occasion he had saved 
a priest from drowning. 
He was a 
genial, pleasant fellow, and had that 
peculiar magnetism about him that 
made and kept friends everywhere. 


"There are two temples in the vil- 
lage that are about a mile apart. 
In 
the interior aud on the ground floor of 
each'is a small circular structure which 
is guarded day and night from the na- 
tives as well as from strangers and is 
supposed to be the abiding place of the 
'government spirit,' but in reality is 
the terminus of the telephone line, 
which is laid under ground from one 
building to another. 


"The superstitious natives regarded 
this little structure with the greatest 
awe and reverence, because they had 
seen demonstrated before their eyes— 
or, rather, ears—the power of this 
spirit to communicate with the othei 
temple. 
They were required to make 
their oflering in one 
biiilding, and 
make known their wishes aud desires. 
Then immediately repairing to tho sec- 
ond temple they would be informed of 
all they had said aud done, although 
neither priest had left his post. 
This 
was regarded as a demonstration of the 
power of the spirit. 


"We were unable to determine the 
composition of the wire that connected 
the two buildings. 
It was some kind ol 
metal, but neither steel, copper, nor 
brass, although it closely resembled 
the latter. 
The transmitter was ol 
wood and about tbe size of the head ol 
a flour barrel, and to establish connec- 
tion, instead of ringing a bell, the per- 
son wishing to attract attention at the 
other end stood close to the curious- 
looking thing and 
shouted: 'Ooey! 
ooey! ooey!' 


This was answered by a similar 
shout, which, while faint, was distinct, 
and could bo ho.ird two feet away. 


"After Harrington and I had gained 
the confidence 
of 
tho 
priests--or, 
rather after lio had—we were given 
carte blanche to do as we pleased, and 
•we talked to each other from one tem- 
ple to the other for more 
than an 
hour, and were enabled to make an in- 
complete investigation. 


"We learned that the telephone that 
we saw had been iu use for thirty years. 
The priests were very old men, and 
they remembered that the line of com- 
munication had 
been renewed 
only 
once during their incumbency. 


They 
showed us the remains ol 
wormeaten transmitters and wooden 
conduits that must have l)een hundreds 
of years old. 
They claimed that the 
system had been in existence since the 
creation, and laughed 
_ 
told them that thej|g(|l3P''^inciple has 
only been a a a ^ a m 
England 
and 
Americajplmn the last dozen years. 
In eya/t^&xi of India and in Burmah 
system of secret communication 
altlioiigh hundreds of travelers 
have never suspected it.

"The principle of the telephone has 


been known for 2,000 years in India,1 
was tlio rather incredible statement 
made by Fred Amyabory, who lately 
returued to New York after a two years' 
sojourn in tbo land of striped, tigers 
and wonderful fakirs. "I do not assert, 
mind yon," continued Mr. Ameslmry, 
"that they nso the telephone-as wo uao 
it, or that they have any system of gen- 
eral commnnication. What I do Bay ia 
that the high caste people have a 
method of communicating to 
each 


other by 
vibratory 
action 
on

jurit as wo do, bat it is con- 


fined entirely to their temples, and its 
existence has remained a secret until 
within a few years. 


"I was in a town called Panj, abont 


200 miles from Madras, and while 
there became 
acquainted 
with an 


English officer named Harrington, who 
waa a primo favorite with the natives 
because on ono occasion he had saved 


priest from drowning. He was a 


genial, pleasant fellow, and had tltat 
peculiar magnetism about him that 
made and kept friends everywhere. 


"There are two temples in tlio vil- 


lage that aro aboat & milo apart. 
In 


the interior and on the ground, floor of 
each'iB a small circular structure which 
is guarded day and night from the na- 
tives as well 03 from strangers and is 
supposed to be the abiding place of tho 
'government •pint,' but- in reality ia 
the terminus of the telephone line, 


is laid under ground from one 


bnilding to another. 


Tho superstitious natives regarded 


this little Btrnctnre with tho greatest 
awe and revorence, becanso they hod 
Been demonstrated before their eyes — 
or, rather, ears— tho power of this 
spirit to communicate with the othei 
temple. They were required to .muku 
their offering in ono building, and 
make known their wishes and desires. 
Then immediately repairing to tho sec- 
ond temple they would bo informed of 
all they had said and done, although 
neither priest had left hia post 
Thin 


was regarded as a demonstration of tlio 
power of tho spirit 


"Wo wore unable to determine the 


composition of tho wire that connected 
the two buildings. It was some kind of 
metal, bat neither" stool, copper, nor 
brass, although it oloselv resembled 
tho latter. 
Tho transmitter was ol 


wood and abont the size of the head of 
a flour barrel, and to establish connec- 
tion, instead of ringing a bell, the per- 
son wishing to attract attention at the 
other end stood close to the curious* 
looking thing 'and aliouted: 'Ooeyl 
ooey! oooyl* 


"This was answered by a similar 


aboat, which, while faint, was distinct, 
and could bo hoard two feet away. 


"After Harrington and I had gained 


the confidence 
of tho priests— or, 


ratlior after ho had— wo were given 
carlo blanche to do as wo pleased, and 
we talked to each other from ono tem- 
plo to the other for more than an 
hour, and woro enabled to mako an in- ' 
complete investigation. 


We learned that tho telephone that 


we saw had been in uao for thirty yean, 
The priests were very old men, and 
they remembered that the lino of com- 
munication had been renewed only 
once during their incumbency. 


"They showed us tho remains ol 


wormeaten transmittera and wooden 
conduits that must have been hundreds 
of years old. They claimed that tba 
system had been in oxiatenco ' 
creation, aod laughed 
told thorn that th^^Bpr*jIruiciple hai 
only beonuB^HTm England arid 
AmericajsJInHi tho last dozen years.
